I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ny 'Annual  Report.- on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Warehan  for  the 
year  1940. 

The  report  is  limited,  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the 
Minister  of  Health,  to  statistics,  important  alterations,  and 
improvements  or  developments  during  the  year. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory,  although  the 
notification  rates  for  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  pneumonia  and 
erysipelas  was  higher  than  the  corresponding  figures  for  England 
and  Wales. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  main  itens  of  interest  were, 
the  extension  by  the  Council  of  the  scheme  for  diphtheria  immunisation 
so  as  to  include  school  children  of  all  ages,  and  the  commencement 
of  work  on  the  scheme  for  improving  the  quality  of  the  water  supply 
and  making  an  additional  supply  available. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  yourselves  for  your 
consideration  during  the  year,  and  also  to  Mr.  Bridle  for  his  co¬ 
operation  and  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  carried  out  his 
duties  as  Sanitary  Inspector.

•  Ambulance  Service. 

During  the  year  the  Council  nade  arrangements  with  the  Warehan  and  Purbeck 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  provision  of  anbulance  service  for  the  Borough. 
Time  service,  which  is  administered  by  the  Warehan  and  Purbeck  Rural  District 
Council,  does' not  provide  for  -the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

There  has  been  no  other  alteration  in  the  health  services. 


SANITARY  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  scheme  for  -installing  an  aeration  tower,  lime 
treatment  tank  and  rapid  pressure  filters  for  the  treatment  of  water  and  pumps 
and  mains  necessary  for  bringing  water  from  the'  new  well,  which  had .been* sunk 
near  the  river.  ‘‘  ' 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Total  number  of  samples  taken  was-  33.  In  every  case  the-- result  was  satisfactory 

Tito  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  house  taps  in  the  town  for  chemical 
analysis.  The  results  were  satisfactory  except  for  the  presenoe  of  iron  in 
quantities  sufficient  to  be  detected  by  the  palate.  When  the  new  treatment 
plant  now  being  installed  -is- working,  this  defect  will  be  corrected.

As  a  result  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No#  2230. of  7th  December, 
1940,  dealing  with  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis,  the  Council  decided  to  extend  their 
scheme  to  include  all  children  of  school  age,  and  also  to  display  posters  and 
distribute  leaflets  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  parents  the  importance  of  having 
their  children  immunised.  The  result  of  this  publicity  will  no  doubt  be 
ref lected- in  the  number  of  children  immunised  in  the  year  1941.
